Seized w ith a heart attack a t hts 
flat at 8 R ue Franklin last night, the 
T iger w as kept alive 
through 
th e 
night and the early hours o f m orning 
by continuous injections of oxygen. 
F ollow ing five injections 
adminis­ 
tered w ithin tw o hours by a family 
physician, C lem enceau battled through 
the first stage .o f the attack. But he 
continued to struggle for breath and 
show sign s o f pain. 
Dr. C harles Laubry, noted heart spe­ 
cialist w ho attended Marshal Ferdin­ 
and Foch in the latter’! last hours, 
w as then sum m oned. 
T he specialist 
found the form er prem ier 
on 
tho 
verge of death. 
F urther oxygen in­ 
jections follow ed after w hich the aged 
statesm an seem ed to 
breathe 
mort 
easily. 
W ith an expression of grim defiance 
so characteristic of him , he raised h is 
eyes to the doctor and w hispered. 
"The tim e hasn’t com e yet." 
T hen turning his head toward his 
daughter, grandson and several others 
w ho had assem bled around his bed­ 
side, he added, w ith a feeble smile: 
"You can all go to bed now." 
A n hour later the fighting spirit of 
the T iger w ould tolerate no opposi­ 
tion, 
H e Insisted upon washing his 
hands and face and b e i n f dltoWed to 
sit up in h is favorite lounge chair. 
"I’m .not going to be treated like • 
baby," he muttered with a scowl. 
B a ttlin g as never before, Clemen­ 
ceau show ed signs of being able to 
conquer the heart attack which web 
com plicated later In the morning by a 
slight pulm onary congestion. After be­ 
ing transferred to a chair he was for­ 
bidden to return to his bed particu­ 
larly inasm uch as he seemed unable 
to lie flat on hie back without chok­ 
ing. 
Dr. Laubry gave a United Press cor­ 
respondent the following analysis of 
the T iger’s condition: 
"It is a heart attack and therefore 
m ost critical. 
M. Clemenceau was 
w arned several tim es this summer to 
slacken hie w ork of w riting hie mem­ 
ories but characteristically he refused. 
I t is im poesible to predict the outcome 
but he Is m om entarily retting easier 
follow ing injectione of oxygen, but he 
is 88 years old, and his heart cannot 
be expected to stand such a strain 
very long." 
Dr. Laubry said that if It had not 
been for the oxygen injections, Clem­ 
enceau would have died. * 
C lem enceau 
celebrated 
his 
88th 
birthday on Sept. 28 and was said to 
have told a friend at th at time that 
he expected to die w ithin a year. 
R ecalling that his m other and father 
both died before they reached 90, he 
w as quoted as saying: "I am In the 
danger zone. 
I do not aak for death, 
neither do I fear it. 
I w alt. 
I shall 
die this year.”

P r a c t i c a l methods of herd management and dairy products 
marketing will be demonstrated and disease prevention and con­ 
trol and breeding, culling and feeding emphasized in a special 
dairy and poultry train of IO cars, which will begin a two weeks 
tour and exhibition of 35 Minnesota and northwestern Wisconsin 
towns today. 
Cows and hens, aristocrats of the barn yard, will be con­ 
trasted with ill-bred and puny dairy and poultry specimens in 
poultry and dairy displays and exhibits that will be carried on the 
train. 
On the train will be F. W. Peck, Minnesota director of exten­ 
sion service; H. R. Searles and W. A. Billings of the extension 
service; Axel Hansen of the Minnesota Livestock Association, and 
A. J. Dexter, agricultural agent of the Northern Pacific Railway, 
one of the sponsors of the tour. 
They will deliver short talks at 
each of the towns and will supervise demonstrations. 
Co-operating with the railroad in the programs and exhibits 
will be the Minnesota Agricultural Extension Service, the Poultry 
Research Society of America, the Minnesota Livestock Breeders’ 
Association, Land O’ Lakes Creameries, Inc., national livestock 
breeding associations and farm papers.
